Taxation Measures And Appropriation 


Bills W ill Be Passed Before They 
Can Shut Up Shop And Go Home. 


Important New Bills. 


Columbus, O., April 0.—[Special.]— 
There is a disposition on the part of 
th e members of the general assembly 
to shut up shop and go home. 
Yet, 
tvith a realization of duty to the peo­ 
ple, they are unwilling to do this un­ 
til the more im portant of the m eas­ 
ures still unsettled have been acted 
upon and put out of the way. 
Repre­ 
sentative MoNamee of Franklin coun­ 
ty, who is nothing, if not industrious, 
is in favor of remaining here until, as 
h e puts it, .“the last dog has 
been 
hung.’’ 
This is very good for McNa- 
mee, because he lives in Columbus, 
but a few blocks from the capitol, and 
can be home tvith his family IO m in­ 
utes after adjournm ent. 
But the men 
who live in remote parts of the Stath­ 
am! are forced to be away all Hie week, 
are becoming nervous and want to go 
w ithout leaving a record which will 
m ake good material upon which either 
to retire or run again. 
For that rea­ 
son. they are eager to get the big 
pending bills acted upon. 
There was 
a very good illustration of the prevail­ 
ing feeling 
the 
other day. when a 
group of representatives was talking 
together in the smoking room of the 
house, during the noon recess. 
“ W hen are we going to leave?" a sk ­ 
ed one of them. 
“Well, we ought to finish arid get 
away by the 21st,” replied one of bib 
companions. 
“No. we can't do th a t,” put in an ­ 
other. “There is too much work ahead. 
I am afraid we will be unable lo ad­ 
journ before urn 24th. 
I never wauled 
to throw anything up so badly in my 
life as I do this. 
My business is being 
neglected, a hi I am losing money ev­ 
ery day. 
I ought to be home, but I 
don’t w ant to go until I can face my 
constituents, and have som ething to 
point to as ha. mg really been accom­ 
plished.” 
This member voiced the sentiment 
of his colleagues. 
They are willing 
and anxious to leave, hut they clou t 
know how to do so just now. 
, It is because of this anxiety, both 
to go and to do som ething before go­ 
ing. th a t will lead to hard work this 
wrcek. 
By adjournm ent 
on 
Friday 
practically every big m easure except 
th e appropriation bills ought to have 
been acted upon and out of the way. 
T he senate will pass the taxation bills 
on W ednesday, ju st as certainly as the 
R epublicans arc there to vote, the re­ 
districtin g m atter w ill come up in the 
house on T hursday, and unless a com ­ 
prom ise perm itting the change of the 
T w elfth d istrict can be reached be­ 
tw een now and th a t tim e, and th a t is 
hardly possible, will go through w ith­ 
o u t sw itching a single district from 
its present m ake-up. 
The senate will 
tackle th e canal m atter the sam e day, 
a n d th e house bill dei taring it to be 
th e policy of the state to continue 
th ese much abused w aterw ays indefin­ 
itely w ill pass. 
Likewise, on T h u rs­ 
day, w hich seem s destined to be tho 
red-letter day of the week, th e house 
w ill take up the m unicipal code bill 
and endeavor to act intelligently upon 
its m ore than 20,000 sections, 
it will 
probably be defeated sim ply because 
of its size and Hie fact th at but few 
m em bers have had the tim e or oppor­ 
tu n ity to read it through and under­ 
stand w hat it does, except to know 
th a t it is liable to stop the sm ooth 
w orkings 
of 
political 
m achines 
a t 
home. 
By Friday, therefore, the way 
ought to be paved to adm it the Intro­ 
duction of the appropriation bills, 
i i i 
o rder th a t action may be taken on 
them next week. 
•

H eretofore the custom 
has 
been. 
from the beginning of the state, tor 
th e senate to concur iu the passage 
of these ap p ro p riate n bills w ith but 
little discus8;on. 
They are draw ff by 
the finance com m ittee of the nous?, 
subm itted to the finance com m ittee of 
th e senate, and the two commit tees 
agree upon the different am ounts lo 
be allowed the different state in stitu ­ 
tio n s and d> partnu nts. 
Then the bills 
go back to the house for introduction, 
an d afte r passage there are sent, to the 
sen ate for concurrence. H eretofore the 
la tte r body has accepVil w ithout ques­ 
tio n the action of the com m ittees aud 
th e house, and passed the bills h ur­ 
riedly. 
It is said th at this year, how 
ever, there will be a disposition to de­ 
lay m atters and look into tbe item s 
m ore closely before votiug.

th e senators declared but a day or so 


ago th a t he would vote for nothing 
until he knew exactly what the money 
■was wanted for. and how it was lo be 
used; and he is an old senator, loo.

tofore I have accepted the word or 
the committee without question, and

The chief complaint against the 
bills, as it is understood they are to 
be drawn.

librarian,

probably works as haul as any offi­ 
cial, if iv>t harder, receives out $1,500 
* year, while a number of the other 
officials, whose duties are tar n o m be­ 
ing as onerous, draw more than double 
that am ount. 
This is due to the fact 
th a t the library at .13 commencement, 
and for years after, was an unim port­ 
ant adjunct to the state institutions, 
There were but lew hooks there, and 
those 
of 
an 
unim portant character. 
Its chief good was as a reference libra­ 
ry during sessions of the legislature. 
But that is past now, and there is no 
place in connection with tho state de­ 
partm ents to which the people look 
so much or to which they so frequent­ 
ly go. 
To continue the old pay of 
but $1,500, no more than is paid the 
librarians in many of the smaller vil­ 
lages. is ridiculous, aud especially so 
when the salaries paid to the heads of 
the other departm ents are taken into 
consideration. 
This is used simply as 
an illustration, for other inequalities 
exist, and it is against the continuance 
of such as this that some of tho m em­ 
bers are complaining.

Among 
the 
im portant 
measures 
which will be made into a law this 
week is thai of Mr. Goar of Wyandot. 
m aking it a life penalty to disfigure 
another by the throwing of vitrol or 
substance of any kind which will mar 
the face or body. 
The disfigurement 
of another in any other way is punish­ 
able by im prisonm ent of from three 
to 20 years. 
The law will meet with 
but little objection, if any. 
But back 
of it there is a little history connected 
with Mr. Gear in a decidedly personal 
way. 
Not more than a year ago he 
received several threatening letters of 
a most malicious kind dem anding that 
he deposit money at a certain place, 
and declaring that failure to do so, or 
the attem pt to find the writer, would 
lead to an attack upon himself and 
family, who were to be disfigured by 
the throwing of vitrol. 
Mr. Gear did 
not leave the money. 
He placed the 
case in the hands of the United States 
postal authorities, who are now w ork­ 
ing upon it.

Mr. McNaraee of F ranklin, who has 
been m aking a hard lignt since tbe 
com m encem ent of the session for the 
enactm ent into a law of his full-crew 
bill, will probably be rew arded by see­ 
ing favorable action taken upon it this 
week. 
The m easure provides th a t a 
regular freight train run 
upon any

Now, at 
the close, it looks as though the latter 
was to hold the best band when the 
final cards arc played.

The house bas agreed to the plan, 
and the senate will, of . banging the 
nam e of the “Ohio in stitu tio n for the 
Blind’’ to the "Ohio School for the 
B lind." 
This change has been asked 
for by nearly every alum nus of the 
school, indeed every one whose a tte n ­ 
tion has been •‘ailed to the m atter, 
together with the faculty and officers. 
The Justice for it ba3 been found in 
tbe statem ent that the word “in stitu ­ 
tio n ’’ was rn tinily m isleading, while 
“school” conveyed the rigli* idea of 
the work which It was Intended to do. 
It is essentially a Bennel, and not an 
institution, in the sense in which that 
word would bo applied to slate in sti­ 
tutions. 
W hen the question came to 
a vote in the house not a m em ber was 
in opposition, and m e hill will un­ 
doubtedly 
receive 
equally 
generuus 
support in the senate and be m ade 
into a law.

Among other things he 
lays: 
"The accumulation of millions 
is usually the result of enterprise and 
judgment, and som e exceptional abib' 
ity for organization. 
It does not come 
from savings In the ordinary sense of 
‘hat word. 
Men who in old age strive 
only to increase their already 
great 
hoards are usually slaves of the habit 
of 
hoarding.formed in their 
youth. 
T he bees of a hive do not destroy the 
honey-making bees, but the drones. It 
would be a great m istake for the rom 
Biunity to shoot the millionaires, for 
they are the bees that 
make 
the 
m ost honey, and contrlblite m ost 
to 
Ihe hive even after they have (gorged 
them selves full. Here is a remarkable 
fact, that the manses of any country 
are prosperous and comfortable just 
in proportion as there are m illionaires 
Take Russia, with its population lit 
tie better than serfs, and living at 
a 
point of starvation upon the meanest 
possible fare, such fare as none of our 
people could or would 
eat, and 
you 
do not find one millionaire in Russia 
alw ays excepting the emperor and 1 
few’ nobles who own tho land, owing 
to their political 
system . 
It is the 
sam e to a great extent In Germany 
There are only two m illionaires known 
to me in the whole Germun 
empire 
In Britain, which Is the richest conn 
try In all Europe- the richest country 
in the world save one, our own—there 
ore more m illionaires than in the whoU 
o f the rest of Europe, and Its people 
are better off than in any other. 
You 
com e to our own land; we have moi 
m illionaires than in albthe rest of the 
world put together, although we ha\ 
not one to every ten that is reputed 
so. 
Under our present conditions the

w ritten by Rhodes to W. T. Stead in 
1S90. 
For originality and breadth of 
thought it eclipse8 
even 
his

famous will. 
Perhaps It can best be 
summarized as an argument in favor 
of the organization of a secret society 
on the lines of the Jesuit order for 
th e promotion of the peace and wel­ 
fare of the world, and the establish 
ment of an American British federa­ 
tion, with absolute home rule for tile 
component parts. 
America apparently was ever pres 
c a t in Mr. Rhodes' mind. "The world 
.arith America in the forefront,0 he 
wrote, ‘is devising tariffs to boycott 
your manufactures. 
This is the nu 
preme question. 
I believe that Eng 
land, with fair play, should manufac­ 
ture for the world, and, being a free 
trader, I believe that, until the world 
comes to Its senses, you should de­ 
clare war—I mean a commercial war 
with those trying to boycott your 
manufactures. 
This is my program 
You might finish the war by a union 
’With America 
and 
universal peace 
•after a hundred years." 
Reverting to himself, Mr. Rhodes 
said: 
"It is a fearful thought to feel 
you possess a patent and to doubt 
whether your life will last you through 
th e circumlocution of the patent office 
:1 have that inner conviction that if f 
can live I have thought out some 
thing that is worthy of being regls 
terpd In tha patent office.” Then fol­ 
low references to his dream for uni­ 
versal peace and the holding of a 
federal parliament, five years In Wash­ 
ington and five years in London. 
There was Mr, Rhodes’ dream of 
trans-Atlantic 
greatness. 
"Fancy,” 
he says, "the charm of young Amer­ 
ica just 
coming on, and dissatisficvl 
—for they have filled up their own 
country and do not know 
what to 
tackle next—to share iii a scheme to 
take In the government of the whole 
world. 
Their present President (Mr, 
Harrison) Is dimly seeing It: but his 
horizon is limited to the new world 
•north and south, and so he would in­

The national 
Malay 
weapon,

creese, is said to have been invented by 
a Javanese monarch of tile fourteenth 
century. Its varieties are said to exceed 
a hundred, and there are in Javanese 
no fewer than fifty names for them. It 
varies in size, from the two foot wavy 
blade of Suiu dow n to a mere tooth­ 
pick. 
But the peculiarity is that the 
weapon is never gtouud, but kept rough 
and sawlike in edge by scouring with 
lime juice or the juice of an unripe 
pineapple, sometimes mixed with ar­ 
senic, aud it is ou this account that 
creese wounds are so dangerous. 
Old specimens are so eaten away t>y 
this practice that the blade seems 
formed from a bunch of wires roughly 
welded up. 
Such creeses are highly 
valued, and some of the ancient ones,
